A prominent steamboat manager has lately 
established ® ctose-town line of stages; he 
contemplates an important farry line run-. 
ning ‘ap and down North and East Rivers; 
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quiet, careful, “slow but sureish” kind of 
style that is highly encouraging. These 
schemes are suggested by two facts; first, 
the great’ néed of” iricteased 'facilitiés for 
‘transportation ; secondly, the immense prof- 
its of the existing companies.’ The first 
is a demand which these enterprises united 
will hardly satisfy ; the second is ‘a switdle 
on the people of this City—and its 
classes especially—without warrant of law 
or right. Every enterprise which secks to 
iherease the facilities and reduce thé ex- 
penses of City travel ought to have, in the 
interests of the people, the combined ‘sup- 
port of the authorities and Press. 

One of the difficulties in the way of trans- 
portation results from the fact that car, 
stage and ferry companies have insisted that 
loéalities shall accommodate themselves to 
the routes, and have not changed the routes 
to accommodate localities. As an illustra- 
tion of this fact, take the lower ferries from 
Brooklyn, Jersey City and Hoboken. They 
commenced running years ago, when New- 
York.was below. Canal-street,—when_nine-
